Eda Spees Is Named Grand Marsha 
Of Springville-Sierra Rodeo Parade 


A woman who spent some 30 years working for the benefit of 
patients in the Springville hospital has been named grand marshal of 
the 1965 western parade that will open the Springville-Sierra rodeo 
weekend the morning of April 10. 

The woman — Eda Spees — has been a resident of Springville for 
36 years and is now retired after having served in many positions at 
the Springville hospital since she and her husband, the late Ira Speee 
Sr., went to work there back in 1930. 

Dr. John Tracy Melvin, the hospital’s first director and superin- 
tendent, was still active; a train came into Springville once a wee 
stopping at the depot located just down the river from the Soda Spring; 
there were no houses then on River drive, along the bank of the Tule 
river; Springville was still pretty much a backwoods town, with a 
dance hall and “river resort” area around the Soda Spring that attract- 
ed many weekend visitors from the valley; the soda water that flows 
from the spring was considered a veritable “health potion” by many 
of those visitors — in fact it still is by some. 

As for the Tulare-Kings County Tuberculosis hospital, Mrs. Speés 
recalls that the administration building was still a remodeled ranch 


Jhouse, and that there were only two buildings to house patients. Pa- 


tient capacity of the hospital then was 90; today the hospital is a most 
modern facility, operated entirely by the County of Tulare, and cap- 
able of serving 240 patients, 

Mrs. Spees remembers when Dr. William A. Winn came to the 
hospital in 1934 as superintendent and medical director. And Dr. 
Winn remembers Mr. and Mrs. Spees with considerable affection. 

“Without people like the Spees, I don’t know how we could have

COMPLETED 


PORTERVILLE, Mar. 18 — The 
new Porterville college gymnasi- 
um, originally scheduled for com- 
pletion last October 10, is now vir- 
tually finished, and once minor in- 
completions are taken care of, it is 
expected school trustees will ac- 
cept the building from Contractor 
David Biggar, of Bakersfield. 

Not so minor, however, is a pen- 
alty charge of $50 for each day 
that has elapsed beyond the con- 
tract completion date, a charge, 
adjusted by school trustees to take 
into account work delays beyond 
control of the contractor, at $6,- 
400, an amount the school board 
is seeking from the contractor. 

Present plan, however, is to, of- 
ficially dedicate the 15,000 square 
foot, $318,650 multi-use gymna- 
sium building the evening of 
March 30, and to test out the fa-

The main area of the gymna- 
sium provides space for a college- 
size basketball court, 50 by 90 
feet; two cross courts for basket- 
ball; eight badminton courts and 
three volleyball courts.

LOOK HOMEWARD, PAT 


In his 1965 economic report to the Legislature, 
Governor Brown took a rather long and longing look 
toward Washington for help in creating the 4000 new 
jobs a week needed to keep pace with the state’s bur- 
geoning population. He said the federal government 
must help stimulate California’s economy “in its fiscal 
and monetary policies.” 

It is quite true, of course, that those policies do 
affect the economy of any state, especially one that has 
the large national defense industries we do. But so 
do state government policies, and more directly. Pri- 
vate industry in California is doing a tremendous job 
of keeping pace with the state’s population growth. The 
great utilities, the service and manufacturing busi- 
nesses large and small, agriculture, all are supplying 
services and goods, jobs and taxes, in huge quantities. 
There is room for new industry, too, with its new pay- 
rolls and purchases and production. But new industry 
will come, and present industry will expand, only in a 
favorable business climate. 

Governor Brown may be looking to Washington for 
stimulating governmental fiscal and monetary policies, 
but the people of California are looking to Sacramento.

For the past forty years, Harry 
and Bonaro Overstreet have been 
giving us wise, thoughtful ang 
helpful books about ourselves, our 
minds, and how our minds work, 
These books in the related fields 
of philosophy and psychology haye 
become guiding influences to Many 
of us. About six years ago they 
turned their attention to Commu. 
nism, the whys and wherefores of 
it, what we should know about it, 
and how to guard our country 
against it. Now they have, in 
their latest and perhaps finest 
book, shown us how very much 
alike the patterns of extremism 
on either side are, — 

In THE STRANGE TACTICS OF 
EXTREMISM, these two distin- 
guished authors carefully examine 
the core of thought in the John 
Birch Society, in the related Dan 
Smoot philosophy, and in The 
Christian Crusade. The identity 
of the thought processes in Com- 
munism. and the radical 
comes as a surprise and a shock 
to many of us. The attacks made 
by both extremes on four of the 
bulwarks of our democratic goci- 
ety, the public schools, the public 
libraries, PTA’S, and the mental 
health movement, are of the great- 
est interest. The unescapable con- 
clusion is that local power and in- 
genuity must strengthen the con- 
servative, liberal center of our 
people. 

One thoughtful critics objection 
to the new book was that in their 
passion for decency the authors 
tried too hard to keep their ma- 
terial dispassionate and unemo- 
tional. The authors replied: ‘In 
our wish to pry loose from the far- 
right organizations the individu- 
als who have stumbled fnto them 
by mistake, we have chosen not to 
put them on the defensive by the 
use of loaded labels.’”’ This book 
is a measured, thorough and auth- 
oritative study of a currently im- 
portant subject. For years to come, 
it will continue to be an import- 
ant subject. We MUST learn all 
we can about it.

Now the rain has tempor- 
arily taken care of your water 
problems you can relax and 
listen to the weeds grow. They 
should fairly shoot up with the 
longer, warmer days ‘and the 
beneficial rainfall. There are 
ways to slow them down either 
with weed killers or with for- 
est humus. However this hardly 
seems fair and may destroy the 
greenest part of your yard. On 
the other hand your wife may 
insist on a ‘'’no work no eat’! 
policy in which case we offer 
the following suggestions. 

Many of the run of the mill 
weeds can be killed with weed 
oil. This doesn't hurt the soil 
and can be used around shrubs 
and small plants. We sell this 
oil and also loan you a sprayer 
to apply it. Weeds in lawns 
require’ special treatment -for 
which we have several answers 
according to what weed and 
what lawn. We would be glad 
to answer questions on this. 
Also for preventing all growth 
and for edging lawns you might 
try Novege. This is a product 
of Dow Chemical and does a 
clean, neat job of weed removal. 

A substitute for ground 
cover plants and a retarder of 
weeds is forest humus. A two 
or three inch layer of this 
looks well along with holding 
back the annual grasses. On 
top of this you could adda 
layer of pebble back which is 
attractive pieces of ornamental 
bark of pebble size. If all these 
fail you can still cement it or 
go back to petunia plants from 
Daybells.
